THE B A TTLE IS OV E R . 


Our rep ublican system of government is a 
great educator. 
The country has p assed 
through another exciting Presidential elec­ 
tion in good order and p eace. 
The figures 
last night and this morning were so doubtful 
as to p rep are both p arties for defeat, and 
there was evident an intention on all sides to 
accep t the result with p erfect good feeling. 
The p eop le have learned by years ot disci­ 
p line in alternate success and defeat that it is 
a higher duly to be good citizens than good 
Democrats or Rep ublicans. 
The strain up on the voters of New York 
hrs been tremendous. 
All looked up on it as 
the p ivotal state, and felt that the battle was 
to be fought, every one, at his own door. 
There is no question that both p arties did 
their utmost. 
There is little doubt that there 
were p oliticians who were eager to break the 
law rather than take the risk of failure by an 
honest vote. 
But one p arty acted as an ef­ 
fective check up on the other. 
Our p eop le 
are too intelligent and alert to p ermit such 
cheating. 
Gradually 
the reliance 
up on 
fraud is disap p earing, as one device af­ 
ter another is detected and overcome. 
This 
is as it should be. 
There can be no p olitical 
millennium until the p arties vie with each 
other in honesty and in exerfions to keep the 
suffrage p ure. 
But in this great stale we 
have settled the question for four years and 
settled it p eaceably. 
The Emp ire State fur. 
nishes a good examp le for those turbulent 
com muni lies and states which have not yet 
learned the self-discip line that a rep ublican 
system enforces. 
It would have been different in any Euro­ 
p ean country. 
Even in France, the only re­ 
p ublican exp eriment on a large scale that has 
been successful, the p eop le are not yet en­ 
trusted with full p ower. Presidents are elect­ 
ed by the National Assemblies, and p op ular 
sovereignty is allowed only under limitations 
that make great and dangerous up risings im ­ 
p ossible. 
Even with these limitations elec. 
tions in France are occasions of great excite 
ment among those p olitically interested and 
of anxiety among the p eop le. 
Other rep ubli­ 
can exp eriments have failed because of the 
unwillingness of the p eop le to nbide the re­ 
sult. 
Violence as well as fraud has been em­ 
p loyed to overthrow the p op ular will, and 
then free government has necessarily given 
way to 
absolutism, the only available anti­ 
dote to anarchy. 
In the South American re 
p nblics for more than fifty years every Presi­ 
dential election was the signal for a revolu 
tion, for the simp le reason that the p eop le 
were uneducated, uncivilized, untaught in 
history, and unfit to govern themselves. 
In 
later years they have p rofited by the examp le 
of our own great rep ublic, and now elections 
are p eaceful events ane their results generally 
acquiesced in. 
And 
it 
is 
a 
singular 
fact 
that 
the 
masses 
in 
this 
re­ 
p ublic 
are 
the 
most 
conservative 
and the slowest to catch the alarm when vital 
issues arc at stake. 
In the camp aign just 
closed the orators and the newsp ap ers on 
kp th sides have sought to interest the working 
p eop le in the question of wages and p rices, 
b ut the result shows that the changes have 
not been large. 
The great majority have 
gone to the p olls and voted the ticket of the 
p arty with which they hav e always been as­ 
sociated. 
It takes something like a revolu- 
Ion to stir them up and prov oke them to a 


change. 
This fidelity to p arty is on the 
whole 
a valuable conservative force.

THE BATTLE IS OVER. 
Our republican system of government is a 
great educator. The country has passed 
through another exciting Presidential elec­ 
tion iu good order and peace. The figures 
last night and this morning were so doubtful 
as to prepare both parties for defeat, and 
there was evident an intention on all sides to 
accept the result with perfect good feeling. 
The people have learned by years ot disci­ 
pline in alternate success aud defeat that it is 
a higher duty to be good citizens than good 
Democrats or Republicans. 
The strain upon the voters of New York 
lirs been tremendous. All looked upon it as 
the pivotal state, and felt that the battle was 
to be fought, every one, at his own door. 
There is no question that both parties did 
their utmost. There is little doubt that there 
were politicians who were eager to break the 
law rather than take the risk of failure by an 
honest vote. But one party acted asan ef­ 
fective check upon the other. Our people 
are too intelligent and alert to permit such 
cheating. 
Gradually the reliance upon 
fraud is disappearing, as one device af­ 
ter another is detected and overcome. This 
is as it should be. There can be no political 
millennium until the parties vie with each 
other in honesty and in exerfions to keep the 
suffrage pure. But in this great state we 
have settled the question for four years and 
settled it peaceably. The Empire State fur. 
nishes a good example for those turbulent 
communities and states which have not yet 
learned the self discipline that a republican 
system enforces. 
It would have been different in any Euro­ 
pean country. Even in France, the only re­ 
publican experiment on a large scale that has 
been successful, the people are not yet en­ 
trusted with full pow’er. Presidents are elect­ 
ed by the National Assemblies, and popular 
sovereignty is allowed only under limitations 
that make great and dangerous uprisings im­ 
possible. Even with these limitations elec. 
tions in France are occasions of great excite 
ment among those politically interested und 
of anxiety among the people. Other republi­ 
can experiments have failed because of the 
unwillingness of the people to abide the re­ 
sult. Violence as well as fraud has been em­ 
ployed to overthrow the popular will, and 
then free government has necessarily given 
way to absolutism, the only available anti­ 
dote to anarchy. In the South American re 
publics for more than fifty years every Presi­ 
dential election was the signal for a revolu 
tion, for the simple reason that the people 
were uneducated, uncivilized, untaught in 
history, and unfit to govern themselves. In 
later years they have profited by the example 
of our own great republic, and now elections 
are peaceful events ane their results geuerally 
acquiesced in. 
And it is a singular 
fact that the 
masses 
in 
this re­ 
public 
are 
the 
most 
conservative 
and the slowest to catch the alarm when vital 
issues arc at stake. In the campaign just 
closed the orators and the newspapers on 
tpth sides have sought to Interest the working 
people in the question of wages and prices, 
b ut the result shews that the changes have 
not been large. The great majority have 
gone to the polls and voted the ticket of the 
party with which they have always been as­ 
sociated. It takes something like a revolu- 
ion to stir them up and provoke them to a 


There is no doubt of the election of Harri­ 
son and Morton. This has been accom­ 
plished by the vote of New York. The ex 
planation is very simple. The Republicans 
went down to the Harlem with from 80,000 
to 85,000 majority. This was met by a Dem­ 
ocratic majority of 56,000 from New York, 
12,000 from Kings and about 4.000 from 
Queens and Richmond. 
The Democrats 
failed in their expectations in their strong­ 
holds. Republican expectations were also 
larger than the actual result, for a majority 
of 90,000 above the Harlem was confidently 
looked for. It has not been a walk-over but 
a closely contested battle, and victory is due 
not so much to Republican gains as to Re­ 
publican vigilance in watching for and pre­ 
venting Democratic frauds. 
The election restores Republican suprem 
acy in the nation. The people are satisfied 
that their trial of Democracy for four years 
was sufficiently long to prove it unworthy of 
confidence. Undoubtedly much of the blame 
will be attributed to Mr. Cleveland. Had he 
adhered to his lofty declaration against 
second term, and given the country the inde­ 
pendent administration that was expected of 
him, without being subjected to the necessity 
of continually electioneering for another four 
years, he might have given his party an op 
portunity to recover its character. He also 
would not have been driven to the necessity 
of forcing his party upon a free trade plat 
form, today the 
cause of all its 
sorrow.

of the surplus to satisfy the greed 
of the hangers-on. lie would not have been 
driven to the writing of 300 pension vetoes 
to meet the unpatriotic demands of the Solid 
South. lie would not have been forced upon 
his knees to England in order to swell his 
campaign fund from the pockets of her free 
traders. Aud possibly he would not have 
raised up a Burchard in the person of Lord 
Sackville to blight his last hope of the sup­ 
port of the Irish population. Except for 
these things Mr. Cleveland might have been 
just such a President In his first term as he 
undoubtedly intended to be in his second 
when his political 
umbition 
would be 
satisfied. 
The question with which the people have 
dealt has not been so much the question of 
Mr. Cleveland’s insincerity, as that of the 
deadly sincerity and earnestness of the Solid 
South. The President has been but clay in 
the hands of these men. They are brave, 
skillful, determined. They have marked out 
a path back to power across the wrecks of 
Northern industries. They make no conces 
sions or compromises. Mr. Cleveland dared 
not resist them, aud they made him their 
slave. Their defeat is infinitely a larger satis 
faction than that of the man who was full of 
good intentions when he entered the Presi­ 
dency, and who Lad shown in the 
office of Governor of this state executive 
abilities which, if they had been as fearlessly 
and honestly exercised in his new position, 
might have made him a good and honored 
President. But the man who could be brave 
in Albany, became a Northern doughface 
when he got into the atmosphere of Wash­ 
ington. 
No one need feel any uneasiness over the 
change, great and important as it is. Gen. 
Harrison, the President-elect, brings the high­ 
est qualities of character, intellect and train­ 
ing to the duties of his position. He 
is cool, conservative and prudent, lie 
will not be controlled by a party with sec 
tional objects to serve, or with policies of re­ 
venge for fancied injuries. He will be just 
to every state and section. Ilis sympathies 
are with the old and patriotic North and 
equally with the new and progressive South. 
His election opens a grand opportunity for 
the latter, for it will throw about it the pro­ 
tection of an adequate tariff. Under his ad­ 
ministration the great territories of the North­ 
west will come into the Union a§ states. And 
the Solid South will disappear, and this na­ 
tion become a friendly and homogeneous 
people, with an identity of interests every­ 
where. 
President Harrison is going to be sustained 
by a Republican House of Representatives, 
and no Mills or Morrison bills will emanate 
from the Ways and Means Committee of the 
Fifty-first Congress. But the adverse result 
in New Jersey assures the return of a Demo 
erntic Senator, aud the United States Senate 
will be a tie. This adds immensely to the 
importance of the fact that Levi P. Morton 
has been elected Vice President. He will 
hold the balance of power between the two 
parties in that body, and it will remain as 
firmly Republican as it has been during the 
past two years. 
The early return sindícate the re election of 
David B. llill and the Democratic state ticket 
We shall know more about it w hen the re­ 
turns are all in from the towns that vote no­ 
license.

is squared, w ith sides unifo rm ly perpendicu 
lar and a slo ping ro o f, lo o king exactly like a 
nuge building. 
At Medo ra we cro ss the Mis­

no t exhaust the supply iu o ne generatio n. 
We gaze at him and think o f the co al bills 
we huve paid every winter o f o uV lives and— 
well we envy him. 
AN INDIAN TRADING POST.

Out we 
go , fo r riding is beco ming mo no to no us, and 
we wish to stretch o ur lirubs by running 
abo ut, and we sto p 20 minutes.

Indian trading po st. 
A sto re filled with In

His sys 
tern is cash. W e are o n a m eridian where the 
time changes. 
Fro m this time o n wc shall be 
ano ther ho ur behind time, the o ther change 
having been made at Hero n, o n the western 
line o f M o ntana. 
INFORMATION ABOUT BISMARCK. 
Five miles away, and after cro ssing the 
Misso uri River aguin, we reach Bismarck

Even the most sanguine Hill men agreed that 
the warm friend of the liquor dealers, not- 
w ithstandinghis large majorities in New- York 
City and elsewhere, was being pushed hard 
and might possibly he run under cover by 
the man of good morals. 
The friends of Jacob Rice, when the re­ 
turns came in insuring his election as Assem­ 
blyman in the Second District, over Charles

Here you see a half-dozen 
conical hills rising from the plain entirely de­ 
void of vegetation and resembling iu the dis­ 
tance clay banks. 
Now we come to one that 
is squared, witli sides uniform ly perpemltcu 
lar and a sloping roof, looking exactly like a 
nuge building. 
At Medora we cross the Mis­ 
souri River, which has not attained a very 
large size yet, starling as it docs in South 
Western Montana.

phet, are perpetually burning. 
W e l>egin to 
feel a little shaky when we consider how eas­ 
ily some of the old pranks of nature of which 
we read iu geology, might now be played 
upon us.

Here also is the famous Northern 
Pacific Refrigerator Car Company, likewise 
the renowned abattoirs of a young French­ 
man named Marquis de Mores, who snips 
vast quantities of dressed beef to eastern m ar­ 
kets. 
The farther hank of the river has run­ 
ning its entire lengtlwi Very distinct line of 
cool. 
I should judge the layer to be 20 feet, 
thick, and if specimens lying alongside the 
track are the same it is a kind of lignite. One 
mine here ships large quantities of coal an­ 
nually. 
WILL DAKOTA BE DIVIDED? 
W e are now in Dakota, which is also a 
large territory, so large there is talk of divid­ 
ing it to make two states of it previous to 
coming into the Union. 
It contains 100,000, 
000 acres against 92.000,000 of Montana and 
is therefore the largest territory belonging to 
the United States. 
W e fly past beautiful 
grazing lands, extensive prairies, large slock 
ranches, now and then stopping the train to 
allow a herd of cattle to get off the track or 
to stampede a daring herd of horses. 
How 
the wind blows! You instinctively think of 
cyclones and wonder what power they m ight 
wield over a train of cars. 
I)o not stand 
upon the platform or you may come in minus 
bat and plus both eyes full of sand. 
This is 
Dakota. Yonder is a squatter sovereign. This 
little shanty backs up against a bank and 
fronts a railroad. 
N othing remarkable you 
say. 
Look again. See what Nature has done 
for him! W ithin 30 feet of his door is the 
hank and through that runs a vein of coal 
one foot in thickness. 
He may take his coal 
hod and till it as often as he pleases, he can­ 
not exhaust the supply iu one generation. 
We gaze at him and think of the coal bills 
we have paid every winter of out- lives and— 
well we envy him. 
AN INDIAN TRADING POST. 
“ Mandan,” cries the brakeman. 
Out we 
go, for riding is becoming monotonous, and 
we wish to stretch our limbs by runuiDg 
about, and we stop 20 minutes. 
Here is an 
Indian trading post. 
A store filled with In ­ 
dian manufactures is alongside the platform. 
Indians, squaws and papooses abound. They 
are the largest, straightest and cleanggt we 
have seen. 
Each Indian stands at the front 
windows, to see if any of his articles are sold 
to the relic hunters. 
If he sees that a pur­ 
chase has been made, he stalks in to get his 
money of the manager, lie keeps no account 
books and accepts no promises to pay. His sys­ 
tem is cash. W e are on a meridian where the 
time changes. 
From this time on wc shall be 
another hour behind time, the other change 
hairing been made at Heron, on the western 
line of Montana. 
INFORMATION ABOUT BISMARCK. 
Five miles away, and after crossing the 
Missouri River again, we reach Bismarck. 
W ho has not read of Bismarck ! 
This is an 
im portant station. 
Stage lines run into the 
interior, and the town itself is a business 
place, being the Capital of the Territory and 
county-seat of Burleigh County. 
Here are 
12 or 15 hotels, half a dozen churches, as 
many school buildings, together with land 
offices, 
banks, 
printing 
offices, 
etc, 
Jamestown 
is 
another 
important 
town. 
Branch 
roads 
run 
off, 
both 
to 
the 
north and south, the 
former running 90 
miles to Minnewauken, o d Devil’s Lake, the 
latter- terminating at Oakes, but designed 
finally to connect with the Chicago & Milwau­ 
kee and Chicago & N orth Western. 
One 
thing that I have failed to record, and which 
is 
found 
at 
all 
im portant 
stations, 
is 
the 
grain 
elevator. 
At 
Sanborn 
you will see two monster buildings for 
storing grain, one holding 75,000 bushe's, the 
otber 50,000. 
At Spiritvvood are two 75,000 
bushel elevators, at Fargo are three, aggre­ 
gating 250,000 bushels. 
Dakota is the great 
wheat region of our country, aDd with Min­ 
nesota can raise bread for the entire world if 
necessary. 
W e arrive now at a station not 
large, but im portant as being the station for 
the famous Dalrymplc farm. 
W e cannot go 
up to see it, but the newspapers have amply 
described 
it. 
Twenty-five thousand acres 
under the plow is quite a faim to look after. 
W hat would some of our Ulster County 
farmers do with it ? 
THE RED RIVER COUNTRY. 
W e arrive at Fargo, another large and im ­ 
portant town, twice as large as Bismarck, the 
territorial Capital, and containing every lux­ 
ury that wealth can bestow. 
Three public 
halls, six newspapers, 30 hotels, four banks, 
theater, opera house, Court house costing 
$100,000 car works,gas,electric lights,but why 
enumerate 1 
Our only regret is that we 
can only see it by night, as our train moves 
on both night and day, and chances to arrive 
here in the night, 
Fargo is the great com­ 
mercial center of the Northwest, and lias no 
rival. 
It is in the renowned Red River coun­ 
try, one of the most prolific agricultural dis­ 
tricts in the world. Moorhoad is only one mile 
east of Fargo, but it Is across the Red River 
and consequently in the State of Minnesota. 
Of this State too m uch is known to need 
comment from my pen. 
It is [one of the 
grandest farming stutcs in the Union. 
Take 
away its cyclones and there is no state to 
compare with it. 
Level, rich, healthy, who 
could ask more ? 
THE CROW WING COUNTY. 
Ten miles east of Moorhead lies Glyndon. 
Here starts the Manitoba branch^of St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Manitoba Railroad, connect­ 
ing at W innipeg w ith another trans-conti­ 
nental road, the Canadian Pacific. 
Twenty- 
five miles from the 6ameplace is a crossingof 
the Duluth and M anitoba line, which term i­ 
nates in a rich farm ing country at Grand 
Forks. 
By the time we¡reach Brainerd it ia 


breakfast hour. Fifteen m inutes for refresh­ 
ments. W e stroll about to look at the streets 
nearest the railroad and pum p the first resident 
we meet about the town for information. This 
place is in Crow W ing County, a name sug­ 
gestive of the first inhabitants. 
We have

W hy this is the Mississippi. 
Ah ! the same river that empties at New- 
Orleans or just below, but this is young Mis­ 
sissippi and it has no! yet attained its growth. 
THE TRACKS OF A CYCLONE. 
Sauk Rapids demands a passing notice, not 
because of any peculiar fascination it may 
possess to tourists, but because of a desola­ 
tion everywhere visible. 
I think it was in 
1885 that a cyclone struck this little village 
and demolished almost every building in it. 
To this day you may see all about the place 
foundations from which the houses have been 
swept away bodily.

Each place 
claims about 50,000 inhabitants. 
Trades, 
manufacturers, and all industries are at the 
highest pitch of prosperity in both, with any

doubt 
not 
one 
could start from St. Paul and go over 20 dif­ 
ferent routes to reach Chicago. 
But as they 
all lie through Wisconsin or Illinois, states 
so well known and so near by, I forbear to 
mention many things. 
F or five years this 
was my adopted State. 
On her soil I first 
knelt iu prayer, and in one of her rivers was 
I baptized. 
I love her name, her beautiful 
lakes, her noble forests, her healthful cli 
mate, hut should 1 ever start westward again 
I would not stop short of the Pacific Slope. 
YES, THIS IS A GREAT COUNTRY. 
From Chicago eastward we take a new 
route to see as much as possible of our coun­ 
try. 
In due time home is readied, and we 
find, upon counting up, that we have passed 
through 16 states und territories, have learned 
m uch wc did not know before, huve been 
higher up towards the clouds than wc ever 
expected to climb, have seen broader farm s 
more fertile soil, more hum of business, more 
snow-clad mountains, more Indians, more 
Chinese, more fruit, more desert, more of 
America than in our most Utopian day dreams 
we ever hoped to sec.

Fargo is the great com ­ 
mercial center of the N orthw est, and has no 
rival. 
It is in the renow ned Red River coun­ 
try, one of the moat prolific agricultural dis­ 
tricts in the world. M oorhoad is only one mile 
east o f Fargo, hut it Is ueross the Red River 
and consequently in the State o f Minnesota. 
O f this State too m uch is known to need 
com me ut from m y pen. 
It isfon e of the 
grandest farming states in the Union. 
Take 
aw ay its cyclone* and there is no state to 
compare with it.
